General Pershing Worried 
As Spies Learn War Secrets

from which it might be obtained. In 
any such survey it was essential that 
we should be represented by men 
with expert knowledge to present our 
case before the commission. 

Spies Got Our Sailing Dates. 

The success of submarine warfare | 
had been largely dependent upon ad- | 
vahce knowledge concerning move- | 
ments of vessels. As there was no} 
doubt that the sailing dates of much | 
of our shipping reached Germany| 
through spies, one way to reduce the | 
danger would be to close such sources | 
of information. * | 

In the beginning the practice by | 
our war department of transmitting 
secret information was extremely- 
loose. The data regarding sailings 
was, of course, sent to my headquar- 
ters, but at the same time, or often 
before, it was also given to both French 
and British military and naval at- 
taches and missions in Washington. 
They immediately transmitted the in- 
formation by cable to their respective 
governments, with the result that it 
pa ne became almost common knowl- 
edge. 

Frequently in the early days of 
troop movements the news regarding 
sailings reached us through civilian 
channels in Paris. Finally, after con- 
sultation with Admiral Sims through 
his representative, I recommended 
that all information regarding move- 
ments of transports be given only to 
our naval authorities, to be trans- 
mitted by their secret code. This pre- 
caution largely, if not entirely, check- 
ed the leakage from those sources. Yet 
it required persistent protests before 
the war department at home discon- 
tinued its careless methods. 

But there were other sources of in- | 
formation possessed 
One message intercepted by the | 
French, sent from some wireless sta- | 
tion in Spain to the German general 
staff, announced the arrival of sev- | 
eral American vessels at Nantes and | 
of 10,000 American soldiers at St. | 
Nazaire, and also gave the routes’ 
taken by our transports. Another, evi- 
dently intended for submarines, re- 
ported the departure of a convoy of 
transports from New York. These and 
similar facts were cabled at once to 
Admiral Sims and to Washington. 

At the time of this gloomy outlook

been the department's idea of selec- 
tion and the result was practically no 
selection at all. After the appoiut- 
ment of such officers it was a slow 
process to eliminate them. 


Presumably the policy was dictated 
by the successive chiefs of staff. No 
change from the peace-time system of 
promotion by seniority was inaugu- 
rated by any of them. Therefore ap- 
pointees who were unprepared profes- 
sionally for the duties of modern war 
eventually fell by the wayside as vie- 
tims of a system that had failed to 
stimulate activity of mind or body in 
times of peace. 


The First division was now well 
settled in its training area in the 
region of Gondrecourt, south of Bar- 
le-Due. The troops of the division 
had already established friendly rela- 
tions with the French peasantry and 
had quickly adapted themselves to 
their new mode of life. 


_As the natural consequence of he 
financial condition of the frugal 
French provincial, he was wont to 
profit by the presence of the British 
and ourselves, and the open-handed 
pay-day habits of the Americans servcd 
to give some encouragement to this 
inclination. As a result, some coolness 
srew up later between our men and 
their early friends. 


While one can appreciate the temp- 
tation to take advantage of such an 
o>portunity, yet the average American 
soldier, quite overlooking the great in- 
convenience our troops caused the peo- 
ple and their kindness in general, 
could not quite bring himself to under- 
stand this attitude. 


As a matter of truth the liberal 
spending indulged in by our men was 
a source of difficulty to the French 
themselves, as the resulting higher lev- 
els of prices for commodities imposed 
hardships on those who did not enjoy 
the profits flowing from sales to the 
Americans. 

In all history I do not believe there 
has ever been an army on foreign soil 
so considerate and observant of the 
rights and interests of the people. The 
peasant class made a strong appeal .o 
every :nan in the army. Their sim- 
plicity, theif love of the soil, and the 
long hours of work in the fields by the 
cld men and women and young boys 


‘and girls remained the constant ad- 


wiration of our soldiers. 


I am inclined to think, however, 
that the excellent behavior of the men 
i the first contingent, their rather 
unmilitary appearance in_ ill-fitting 
uniforms and their apparent lack of

We should have a new constitu- 
tion. Public necessities are forcing

bly will reach the courage to order 
a constitutional convention cannot 
be said now, but the release of the 
public welfare from the strangle- 
hold of ‘‘dead hands” must come 
inevitably soon.

NOTABLE CAREERS CONTINUED. 


Three notable instances of distin- 
guished retired military and naval 
officers continuing in the service of 
the public indicate that, after all, 
“retirement” does not imply the 
close of notable careers. On the 
other hand, it may mean the begin- 
ning of an even greater public 
service. 

Major General John A. Lejeune, 
retired by operation of law from 
command of the marine corps has 
become president of the historic Vir- 
ginia Military Institute, once served 
by the immortal ‘Stonewall’ Jack- 
son, and often termed the ‘West 
Point of the South.” 

Major General Summerali, simi- 
Jarly retired from chief of staff of 
the United States army, has accepted 
the presidency of Citadel College at 
Charleston, a military school of no- 
table background and now stronger 
than ever in its long career. 

Admiral Rodman, who command- 
ed the American squadron in the 
perilous North Sea during the World 
War, on retirement under the age 
limit, became the naval head of the 
great summer school of the Cuiver 
Military Academy. 

The age of retirement by law from 
the service arms the United 
States is 64 years, an age modernly 
regarded as quite the prime of life. 
These famous officers, like General 
Pershing and Lieutenant General 
Jadwin, scarcely at the peak of their 
abilities and endurance, have been 
compulsorily retired from service to 
the national establishments. Yet 
they are ineligible to get upon the 
roster of “Famous Men of 1930," 
which admits no one under 70 years 
of age. 

But these able generals and this 
distinguished admiral are bowed out 
of active service, while Frank B. 
Kellogg at 73 goes upon the bench 
of the World Court and at that age 
Pustice Brandeis serves in the na- 
tional supreme court where Oliver 
Wendell Holmes sits honored and 
virile at 89 vears of age.

The semi-official company (known 
as Vin and WNSpiriteentralen) is pri- 
vately organized, with shareholders,

jority of iis board of control. The 
£overnment ulso names its managing 
director and half its auditors. 

The sale of alcoholic beverages to 
,the public ix in the hands of com- 
panies, of which there are 120. Each 
controls a separate district. These 
companies establish stores at which 
liquor may be purchased for home 
consumption but not drunk on the 
premises. Liquor by the bottle can- 
not be purchased anywhere else, They 
also operate, restaurants at which liq- 
vor may be purchased, and sell liq: 
uor to other restaurants and hotels, 
where it may be served only under the 
supervision and regulation of the com- 
pany. These companies are alse pri- 
yately organized but county and mu- 
nicipal authorities name three of the 
five meinbers of their boards. 

Profits Limited. 

Shareholders’ profits in the whole- 
sile company and in all the retail 
companies are limited to 5 per cent. 
All profits above that figure go to 
the government. It is estimated that 
the Swedish government averages 
phout $25,000,000 a year from this 
source—about one-fifth the total an 
nual revenue,
